LONDON, Dec. 9—The King opened

The King further 
made a strong appeal for “good will. 
frankness and mutual confidence” 
in Great Britain’s industrial life. 


‘LONDON, Dec. 9 ()—King George 
opened Parliament 


in State today | 


with a speech from the throne full of: 


important pronouncements on for- 
eign and domestjc affairs. 
It read as follows: 


My relations with the foreign 
powers continue to be friendly. A 
campaign of hostility to British 
rights and interests in Egypt and the 
Sudan, inspired rather than discour- 
aged by the Government of Zachlul 
Pasha, culminated in the murder of 

. Sir Lee Stack in the streets of Cairo 
and obliged my government to de- 
mand redress. 

Their demands, which the present 
Eeyptian Government have accepted, 
“are designed to secure respect for 
those ftnterests which are of vital 
concern to my empire and which my 
fovernment specifically reserved. to 
their absolute discretion when mys 
protectorate over Egypt was with- 
drawn. 

I follow with deep interest the im- 

ortant deliberations of the League 
f Nations. My secretary of state 
for foreign affairs has proceeded to 
Rome to act as British representa- 
tive.at the meeting of its Council. 
He is taking the opportunity of this 
journey to meet the premiers of 
France and Italy. 


Pacific Settlement Protocol 

My Government has not yet had 
time to study, in consultation with 
the Governments of the Dominions, 
the protocol for the pacific *settle- 
ment of disputes drawn‘up at the 
last Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions with the attention which its 
character demands. They have 
already begun to examine this 
weighty question. 

My Government is unable to rec- 
ommend to your consideration the 
treaties which the Government of 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 

“Hes signed on Aug. 8. ° 

It is my desire that normal inter- 
course between the two countries 
shall not be interrupted. TI trust 
that the attainment of this object 
will be made possible by the strict 
fulfilment of those conditions of 
friendly internatioNial -intercourse 
which have been repeatedly placed 
before the Soviet Government and 
accepted by them, particularly at 
the moment of the establishment ot 
diplomatic relations. The trade 
agreement of March 16, 1921, does 
all that is at present possible to 
foster mutual trade. 

We have concluded a treaty of 
commerce and navigation with the 
President of the German Reich in 
order to put the commerce of the 
two countries on a stable footing. 
You will be invited to give legisla- 
tive effect to its provisions. 

eA bill will be laid before you for 
giving approval to the treaty with 
Italy, signed in July, for cession of 
a portion of the Province of Juha- 
land, in Kenya Colony and protecio- 
rate.

Wales, to South Africa, 
which was unavoidably postponed 
this year, is now arranged to take 
place in the spring of next vear. In 
the course of his journey he will alse 
Visit my possessions in West Africa, 
and St. Helena. I have no doubt 
that the happy results which at- 
tended his previous visits to other 
parts of my dominions will be re- 
peated on this occasion. 

I have received an invitation from 
the President and Government of the 
Argentine Republic for the Prince of 
Wales to visit Arventina next vear, 
and T have gladly accepted this in- 
vitation on behalf of my son. 


(o-operation With Dominions 


ft is the firm conviction of my 
fevernment that in closest co-upera- 
tion with the Governments of my 
Dominions and India in all matters 
of mutual concern lies the key to 
industrial progress and to the in- 
ereasing unity and strength of the 
Mmpire, and this will be a guiding 
principle of their administration. 

The policy of encouraging Empire 
setUement and mutual trade between 
the various parts of my Empire is 
one which’ my advisers deem of 
wreatest importance and to which 
they will steadfastly adhere. Pro- 
posals based upon the recommenda- 
tions of the Imperial HFconomic Con- 
ference of last vear will be submitted 
for granting further preferences on 
goods imported into this country 
from the Empire. 

My Government proposes in ac- 
cordance with the resolution of the 
last Imperial Conference to proceed 
with the plans already made for 
enlarging the nav‘al base at Singa- 
pore.

scheme for ensuring unmolested 
transport across the Mediterranean 
to Europe in any emergency for the 
masses of colored African troops 
who now represent a large propor- 
tion of France's land fighting forces. 

It is thus designed to _ provide 
especially for submarines and light 
craft, of which construction is un- 
restricted by the Washington Con- 
vention. This is according to the 
French naval view that such vessels 
will be able to deny the Mediter- 
ranean waters to any battleships, 
however numerous. 

Longest Range Guns 

The French fleet to be ultimately 
built up is to comprisé 178,000 tons 
of battleships and battle cruisers, 
360,000 tons of light cruisers. and de- 
stroyers, 90,000 tons of submarines 
and 150,000 tons of auxiliary vessels 
including mine-lavers anc seaplane 
carriers. The dockyards and coast 
defenses are also to be remodeled 
and provided with some of the long- 
est range guns in the world. 

The scheme not regarded in 
naval circles here as altogether un- 
reasonable for the purpose for which 
it was designed, since it is recalled 
that in 20 years all! existing vessels 
must become obsolete. That 
based upon constitutional law and is 
thus. able to provide for so long 
ahead is also explained hv the fact 
that frequent changes in French 
eovernments make this the only pos- 
sible means for securing continuity.

WATERWAYS PARLEY 
NEARING REALIZATION 
OTTAWA, Dee. 9 The proposed 


St. Lawrence waterway development 
was brought nearer to realization 


today when, after several montha of 


negotiations, technical men repre- 
‘senting the United States and Canada 
agreed as to the problems to be sub- 
mitted to the joint enginering board 
‘of the two countries. The latter 
body will report its solutions of the 
problems to both governments for 
final action, 

Although the questions submitted 
to the joint engineering board will 
not be made public until they have 
been passed upon by the govern- 
ments, it is understood that the ex- 
perts will consider the improvement 
of the water route from the upper 
‘lakes to tidewater, giving considera- 
tion to the problems of water power 
as well as of navigation. A former 
consideration of the project, was lim- 
ited to the study of the St. Lawrence 
River. 

George P. Graham, Minister of 
Railways and chairman of the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Can- 
‘ada, took issue today with a dispatch 
from Washington reporting a recent 
meeting of United States and Can- 
adian engineers assembled 
discuss the St. Lawrence waterway. 
The dispatch stated the meeting re- 
sulted in a victory for the Canadian 
viewpoint of project. He said 
that neither country was ‘approach 
ing the problem with the intent of 
gaining some cheap advantage over 
the other.

forth in a series of remarkable in-| 
teriors, in most cases original rooms. | 
This new wing has been made pos-| 
sible through the generosity of Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert W. de Forest. 

The main facade of the American 
Wing embodies the original marble 
front of the United States Assay 
Office, formerly in Wall Street, and 
looks out over a garden court of! 
appropriate formality. The structure | 
itself is a three-story affair, entered | 
from the upper level of the Morgan. 
wing, and contains in chronological 
order 15 rooms ranging from a rep-. 
roduction of the earliest known type: 
of severe seventeenth century in-| 
terior to the elaborate rooms of the: 
latter part of the eighteenth century. | 
Around a large central gallery on the! 
third floor, built after the manner of | 
the “Old Ship Meeting ‘House” at. 
Hingham, Mass., with elaborately | 
trussed ceiling, are the rooms that) 
reflect the first stages of the Pil-' 
srims’ progress in home-making,| 
Two small rooms—one after the' 
kitchen in the Capen house at Tops- 
field, Mass., dated 1683, and the other 
a replica of the Hart house parlor at 
Ipswich, Mass., built 1640—convey 
most realistically the sturdy sim- 
plicity that surrounded these 
pioneers in a new world. The furni~ 
ture of -these seventeenth century 
colonists is here in original pieces, 
and displays many touches of old- 
world elegance. | 


Earliest Interiors 

Nearby is the earliest original 
American room owned by the’ 
museum, a panelled interior from. 
museum, a paneled interior pine | 


and with a charmingly paneled ceil- | 
ing. Here the huge cavernous fire- 
place and wide boards and timbers) 
of the Capen room have given place 
to a more sophisticated style of dec-! 
oration. There is a touch of luxury. 
too, in the embroidered hangings on 
the quaint bed and in the chair 
covers to match. Further architec-.: 
tural refinements are found: in the 
original paneled room from a Con- 
necticut house of the second quarter ' 
of the eighteenth century; the fur- 
niture here is made of local woods 
and in simple country types. In the 
Portsmouth, R. I., room and in the 
room from Woodbury, L. I.. the use 
of painted. paneling is found, and a 
gradual enrichment of the color 
schemes with the printed fabrics, 
painted chests, porcelains, blue and 
white china, vermilion chair covers, 
etc., is to be noticed. The Woodbury 
room has a series of gay purple tiles 
worked into the fireplace, and in 
every way these mid-century in- 
teriors give evidence of a growing 
latitude and formality in American 
homes of the well-to-do. 
Finest Interiors 

Throughout the American Wing, 
the Metropolitan Museum has aimed 
at presenting the finest types of in- 
teriors, rooms that displayed the 
fine flowering of the arts in the 13 
original states to the best advantage. 
Following the course of the galleries, 
the second floor is reached and these 
rooms display a great solidity and 
sumptuousness in furniture and 
background. Again a large central 
gallery affords access to the smaller 
surrounding rooms. and here the 
note of shining gilt and mahogany 
comes in strong contrast to the sober 
oak and pine in the other rooms. Big 
highboys make rich notes against the 
walls where portraits appear in gilt 
frames, portraits as vet austere and: 
‘tightly limned but, as in the case of 
the Copleys, of authentic style and 
beauty. Huge wing chairs. lustrous 
mirrors done with gold, richer tex- 
tiles, more intricate’ silverware. 
everywhere is sensed the new note 
of eighteenth century Juxury and 
comfort.

Now come also the brocades and 
damasks, used for window hangings, 
or as in some cases for wall cover- 
ings, and with them a greater elabo- 
ration of ornament in furniture and 
woodwork. The Oriole room from 
Marvland is descended from the 
early Georgian period and seems re- 
splendent in its coloration after the 
earlier rooms on the floor above. 
Yellow-green damask hangings har- 
monize with the painted paneling, and 
there is lacquer red paint in the shell 
cupboards that flank the fireplace, as 
well as touches of gold. The furni- 
ture here chiefiv of the gentler 
woods such as walnut, and there is 
a touch of the japanned work of that 
day in a colonial-made highboy and 
lowboy. The portraits in this lovely 
room are all from the hand of the 
Maryland artist, Charles Willson 
Peale. Next to the Oriole room is 
the large and imposing ballroom 
taken from Gadsby’'s Tavern at Alex- 
andria, Va., eight miles from Mount 
Vernon. Washington attended his 
last birthday ball in this room on 
Feb. 22, 179s, and here in 1824 a pub- 
lic dinner was tendered Lafayette. 
The walls are paneled only to 
chair-rail height. although the chim- 
nev breasts fre wood to the ceiling 
A hanging balcony for musicians 1s 
a charming feature of this room, as 
is the choice collection of period fur- 
niture assembled here and 4he nine 
portraits from the hand of Gilbert 
Stuart. The ballroom lets into a 
chamber from Marmion, Va., elabo- 
rately paneled, with painted decora- 
tions and much marblizing. Marble- 
topped tables, Chippendale furniture, 
rich red brocatelle hangings, and 
Chinese jars make this room almost 
exotic in feeling.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9—A Dill to 
place first, second and third-class | 
postmasters within the civil serv-| 
ice, with a provision giving men in} 
| the service the maximum opportu- 
‘nity for promotion to postmaster- 
ships, is being formulated by M. Clyde | 
‘Kelly (R.). Representative from 
| Pennsylvania. and will be introduced 
‘by him in the near future, according | 
‘to Mr. Kelly, who said: 

“My bill is intended to carry out. 
the President's. recommendation when 
he said in his recent message that he 
(believed that these postmasters 
'gshould he brought within the classi- 
| fled service by statute law. It is my 
desire also to make sure that there 
is a proper regard given to service. 

The question of taking the post- 
master appointments. of the first 
three grades of postoffices out of 
politics has been agitated for some 
time, and has now received an added 
impetus by the decided stand taken 
‘by the President.

‘of politics from these appointments 
'{s the most important factor in this 
question, according to William &. 


Deming, president of the Civil Serv-_ 


‘ice Commission, who is an ardent 
‘advocate of the reform. 

| Fourth class postmasters already 
‘are in the Civil Service classifica- 
tion. and the satisfactory experience 
gained through the application of the | 
merit system to this grade has led 
te increased efforts on the part of 
those interested to bring the other 
classes entirely within the classified 
service. As it is now, a postmasters 
term is for four vears. . At the end | 
of that time. he is eligible for re- 
appointment, but !f there has heen a 
change of administration during his 
incumbency from Democrat to Re- 
publican or vice versa, he is usually 
replaced by some good partisan of 
the reigning administration.

A Professional Dressmaker Gives Hints to the Amateur

CCASIONALLY the artist of! {it was soon recognized that in none 
of these, or in the ten or twelve 
| which have followed, is he concerned 
with the demonstration of a “thesis,”

presenting a faithful, searching an- 
alysis of human relations as he sees 
‘them in contemporary society, con- 
tent to allow the impartial, undis- 
'torted portrayal speak for itself. 


high rank possesses the power 

to become the spokesman of 
the art which he practices, and when- 
ever he does add to genuine achieve- 
ment a clear and coherent exposi- 
tion of his aims and technique, he 
imposes upon us a twofold debt. We 
are living ‘in a time of almost un- 
precedented experimentation in all 
flelds of art, and 
defenses, manifestoes, and statements 
of theory. Many of these are inter- 
esting enough as passing phases of 
artistic doctrine; very few can be re- 
garded as serious, permanent con- 
tributions. Among these few we 
think naturally of the notable six 
tenets of the “imagistic” faith in 
poetry. But high above all analyses 
and declarations of faith stands John 
Galsworthy’s exposition of his own 
dramatic art.

With quite misleading modesty 
Mr. Galsworthy called his statement 
of theory, first published as a maga- 
zine article in 1909, “Some Platitudes 
Concerning the Drama.” About such 
a title we can only exclaim, “If these 
be platitudes the more platitudes we 
have the better.” For here is a com- 
prehensive interpretation of the pur- 
pose of the drama which takes its 
place at once beside the best in our 
lHterature, beside George Meredith's 
“Essay on Comedy” and Congreves 
“Essay on Humor in Comedy.” At 
the outset Galsworthy summarizes 
the different aims which the play- 
wright may set before himself. “In 
writing a play there are. philosoph- 
ically speaking, three courses open 
to the serious dramatist. The first 
is to set definitely before the public 
that which it wishes to have set be- 
fore it: the views and codes of life 
by which the public lives, and in 
which it believes. This way is the 
most common, successful and popu-

Good dialogue 
“requires not only a knowledge of 
what interests or excites, but such 
a feeling for character itself as 
brings misery to the dramatist’s 
heart when his creatures. speak as 
tRey should not speak—ashes to his 
mouth when they sav things for the 
sake of saving them—disgust when 
they-are ‘smart. The art of writing 
good dialogue is an austere art. de- 
nying itself all license, grudging 
every sentence devoted to the mere 
machinery of the play, suppressing 
all jokes and epigrams severed from 
character.”

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NEW LLOYD DAM 
BIGGEST BUILT 


Deccan Structure Will Pro- 
vide Irrigation for Vast 
Areas on Nira River 


BOMBAY, Nov. 5 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—-The old dam at Bhat- 
gar, Deccan, has now been replaced 
by the new Lloyd dam, which is the 
largest masonry dam in the world 
in point of view of cubic content, the 
quantity of masonry being appreci- 
ably larger than that of the great 
Assuan dam in Egypt. 

The capacity provided by the new 
dam will make it possible to irrigate 
a vast area on either side of the 
Nira River. It has been constructed 
at a cost of nearly 50,000,000 rupees. 
When, however, the full area for 
which the Nira right bank canal is 
designed, comes under cultivation, it 
will be necessary to increase the 
supply available by building a new 
dam to replace the present weir at 
Vir. 

The new Vir dam will, so far as 
the masonry portion is concerned, 
measure 2542 feet in length, and in 
continuation of this length it will be 
carried on in the form of an earthen 
dam for a further length of 7472 feet, 
extending to the high ground on the 
left bank of the river.

PREFERENTIAL 
DUTY HOPED FOR 


Makes Australians 
Sanguine 


Spec’«l from Monitor Bureau 
MELBOURNE, Vic., Nov. 3—The

France a Pioneer 

France appears 
pioneer in the matter, possibly owing 
to its exceptional conditions of 
under-population. Here and in Bel- 
gium the system of family allowances 
has developed largely on the initia- 
tive of the employers and is applied 
under the system of 
funds to which the employers con- 
tribute. The workers’ objection to 
this system that it 
tablished without reference to their 
organization, and that they are not 
represented on the management. 

In the central European states the 
system has developed largely on the 
basis of collective agreements 
tween employers and workers, but 
in practically all cases the cost has 
heen borne by the employers, and the 
workers have not made contribu- 
tions from their wages. 

The purpose of equalization fuads 
is to avoid the danger that married 
workers with large families may find 
it more difficult to obtain employ- 
ment in other words, that the es- 
tablishment of the system may injure 
ihe very people it was intended to 
henefit. These funds are contributed 
to by the employers on some such 
basis as the number of workers em- 
ploved by the establishment or the 
total wage bill. Sometimes such 
funds cover a certain district. some- 
times a certain industry. 

Children Wealth of Nation 
many, says the report, 
is the duty of the 
State to provide family allowances 
on similar lines to its provision of 
indemnities for sickness, accidents, 
unemployment. and old age. They 
urge that it is not the function of 
the ylover to make such provi- 
sion, tha e children constitute the 
real potential wealth of the Nation 
as a whole, and should be provided 
for or...

Among the consequences claimed 
for a system of family allowances 
are a reduction in infant mortality, 
an improvement in the health of the 
children, and the development of the 
physical and intellectual qualities of 
future workers. By 
resources of those with large fam- 
ilies there is less need for the 
mother to go out to work, and thus 
she has more time to give to her 
children. Further, the children are 
able to remain at school longer, and 
a decrease in 
may result. 

At a first zlance the whole idea of 
family allowance appears to violate 
the theory of payment according to 
results, but we find here the sug- 
gestion that the system may con- 
tribute to the practical adoption of 
the theory of equal pay to men and 
women for equal work. This is sup- 
ported by a quotation from the Tre- 
port of the family endowment com- 
mittee formed in Great Britain in 
October, 1917, to discuss the estab- 
lishment of a national scheme of 
family endowment on the lines of the 
separation allowances paid to the 
wives and children of the men serv- 
ing in the war: 

When the national 
mothers and children becomes 
accomplished fact, this excuse for 
the under-payment of women (i, e., 
that men have families to maintain) 
will no longer hold good, and women 
will be free to claim--and men to

DUBLIN, Nov. 24 (Special Corre- 
spondence) -The City of Dublin 
Steam Packet Company, the oldest of 
itg kind in the world, is being wound 
up. This company was responsible 
for cross-Channel service between 
Kingstown and Holyhead for a num- 
ber of years and the efficiency of that 
service and the vessels Ulster, Mun- 
ster, Leinster, and Connaught were 
the admiration of everv marine au- 
thority. 

The company also ran a splendid 
fleet of cargo and passenger steamers 
between Dublin and Liverpool; this 
service is now carried on by the 
British & Irish Steam Packet Com- 
pany, while the mail service between 
Kingstown and Holyhead was cap- 
tured by the London, Midland & Scot- 
tish Railway Company. 

It is interesting to record that the 


‘City of Dublin Company ran the first 


steamer, the Royal William, from 
Liverpool to New York—-she went out 
in 16 days and came back in 14. 

In this connection it is to be noted 
that at the present time there is not 
in the Irish Free State a single purely 
Irish shipping company trading with 
Great Britain. All the lines of com- 
munication are controlled by exter- 
nal authority, so that any effort-on 
the part of the Free State to wage

You want anything to wear that is sew 
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Ordinary business acumen may be relied upon 
to lead Boston business men to give to the na- 
tional air mail service 
sufficient support to jus- 
tify making their city 
one of the Atlantic coast 
terminals. The Post Of- 
fice Department wisely 
sent one of its attachés 
to explain to the local 
Chamber of Commerce 
the conditions necessary to this end, and his 
explanation will doubtless produce tangible re- 
sults. The Christian Science Publishing So- 
ciety, having large interests on the Pacific coast, 
uses the air mail habitually, even though, at 
present, railway service to New York is necés- 
sary. The present air mail schedule from Bos- 
ton to San Francisco is 45 hours. A direct serv- 
ice would reduce this schedule by at least eight 
hours. 

The wish of the Post Office Department to 
increase the scope of this-service has, however, 
a wider and greater importance than the mere 
extension of additional facilities to Boston or 
any other town. For, if aviation is ever to be 
developed to the degree that will make it a real 
service to humanity, it must be by the extension 
and perfection of its commercial activities. 
Thus far it has been a bane rather than a boon: 
Scarcely had the airplane been made a practical 
machine when it was seized upon by the mili- 
tary authorities of every nation and comman- 
deered for war service. . 

The outbreak of the World War turned the 
attention of all inventors and manufacturers 
toward the perfection of the military rather 
than the commercial features of aircraft. Inor- 
dinate speed. unnecessary facility in handling, 
the capacity to do “stunts” for the avoidance 
of an enemy became the qualities which manu- 
facturers sought to impress upon their machines 
rather than the more solid ones of steadiness, 
safety and cargo capacity. And with the World 
War ended. the same erroneous theory of air- 
craft development will continue so long as gov- 
ernmental encouragement of production is con- 
fined to buving planes for use by the army or 
the navy. 

The fact is that ‘all 
proached the question of the development. of 
fiving from the wrong viewpoint. The theory 
has been that if the state kept the factorics 
fairly busy turning out scout. hombing or battle 
planes, the same concerns in their leisure honrs 
would be devising and manufacturing planes for 
commercial use. It has been the theory that the 
training of military and naval aviators would 
produce a surplus of airmen ready to take up 
the business of commercial flving. But. alike 
with men as with machines. the qualities neces- 
sarv and even vital to military service are un- 
necessary and even. hurtful in) commercial 
service. 

The present attitude of the Government is as 
illogical as it would be to reverse the theory that 
fisheries and a merchant marine should be en- 
couraged in order to provide seamen for the 
navy in time of war, and hold that the navy 
exists for the encouragement of the fisheries 
and the merchant marine. 

If there is to be a future’for aviation more 
helpful to humanity than the mere perfection 
of means for taking human life in war, it must 
be by the development of its commercial uses. 
And this development will never come as a 
mere by-product of military aviation. but 
there are innumerable governmental services 
in which airplanes may be used, and by their 
jiberal use the perfection of safe and practical 
craft would be enormously stimulated. The 
post office is, of course, the greatest of these 
services. The possible advantage to business 
of the extension and radical cheapening of the 
air mail are illimitable. 

The Monitor has already pointed out the 
enormous saving that might be effected by the 
wider use of planes for forest protection, not 
merely as observers, but as actual fire-fighters, 
liberating gases that would tend to check and 
even extinguish forest fires. In the work of 
the coast patrol, and particularly for the detec- 
tion and capture of “rumrunners,” a very con- 
siderable fleet of aircraft could be profitably 
emploved. In the agricultural department 
crops might be saved by spraying from air- 
planes. In the revenue cutter service the cease- 
less search for icebergs and for derelicts could 
he materially aided. There are innumerable 
peaceful and useful duties which aviators mighi 
well perform. Why should all governments 
lay stress only on teaching them the art of war” 
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forecasting the éarlv admission of the’ Terri- 
tory of Alaska as the forty-ninth state of the 
American Union, Gov. 
scott C. Bone is carrying 
on, among his friends in 
the United States, a per- 
conally - directed cam- 
paign preparatory to 
congressional action in 
that behalf. He is an 
enthusiastic and = con- 
vineing emissary, determined to correct, in the 
thought of those with whom he comes in con- 
tact, the impression that the Territory over 
which he presides as Chief Executive is a barren, 
desolate and uninhabitable waste. His sincerity 
is indicated by the fact that he has not chosen 
as the occasion of his campaign of education a 
season when the average person would be in- 
«lined to look toward the Arctic more er less 
longingly. Perhaps this is because, from tne 
entertaining picture he draws, Alaska is not the 
forbidding land of snow and ice which many 
have supposed it to be. 

Governor Bone is not over sanguine. He sees 
many impediments which may interrupt the 
progress of his plan for Alaskan statehood. but 
he optimistically believes these may be over- 
come. Just how, he does not explain. The 
chief obstacle to statehood is the lack of popula- 
tion. <A territory embracing 600,000) square 
miles is peopled now by some 30,000 whites and 
an equal number of Indians and Eskimos. The 
enfranchisement of the native Indians has made 
somewhat difficult the solution of the political 
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problem involved. For the most part these new 
voters are unable either to read or write. They 
are colonized by leaders of their own race and 
voted in blocks, often to the disadvantage of 
their white neighbors who are property owners 
and taxpayers. It is intimated that Congress 
should impose some form of literary or property 
test that will make it possible for those who vote 
intelligently to assert their rights. 

But Governor Bone does not regard these 
difficulties as insuperable. He ‘believes the 
problems can all be solved by the increase in 
white population, or by white supremacy, in 
other words. This will be realized, he promises, 
through immigration induced by the develop- 
ment of the Territory's natural resources and 
the more general realization that the country is 
habitable during all seasons of the year. Tre- 
mendous reserves of mineral and timber await 
development there. Of this there is no doubt. 
As these are needed, and as the rich agricultural 
lands come naturally under cultivation, immi- 
grants will make up the deficit in population and 
eventually aid in establishing and maintaining 
the rights of the progressive white citizens. 
Thus appraised, the realization of the Governor's 
hope may not be long delayed. 


In an interview published in Buenos Aires 
simultaneously with the making public of his 
annual report as Secre- 
tary of Labor of the 
United States, Mr. James 
J. Davis took occasion 
to amplify and explain, 
ostensibly for the bene- 
fit of the people of South 
America, the recommen- 
dations made by him 
urging an extension of the quota regulations 
in the immigration law to include aliens from 
whatever country. Mr. Davis intimates that 
it has been found next to impossible to admin- 
ister the present law, which exempts from the 
provisions of the quota regulations those enter- 
ing the United States from Canada and Mexico. 
The boundaries between these countries and his 
own are so far flung and the frontiers so 
sparsely settled and indifferently guarded as 
to preclude the possibility of that complete 
espionage maintained at those ports of entry 
where ocean steamers disgorge their hordes of 
human freight. : 

Thus it has eventuated that the more or less 
unrestricted right to enter and to leave the 
country via these unguarded boundary routes 
has been abused, both by emplovers of cheap 
labor and by aliens, and particulariv those 
aliens who have heen denied entry to the coun- 
trv. It is estimated that the lax restrictions 
which are observed along the Canadian border 
have made easy the passage of 19,000,000 peo- 
ple over the boundary line in the last vear, 
Of that number, according to the Secretarv’s 
estimate. some 200,000 have remained to seek 
their fortunes in the United States. Not all 
these people are Canadians or English. Many 
of them are of the Asiatic races, smuggled into 
the country by the easy methods which avail. 
Northward from the Mexican border flows an- 
other stream of aliens. Many of these, it is 
admitted, are Asiatics entering the country in 
violation of the law and of all treatv agree- 
ments. Thousands of others are Mexicans. 

It would seem that no serious hardship would 
be worked if it were decided to so amend the 
immigration law as to do away with the ex- 
ceptions which have been made in respect to 
the application of the quota regulations. The 
theory of the law,-it is explained, is to protect 
American labor against the competition which 
cheap alien labor offers. This being the case, 
certainly no great thing is accomplished by 
closing the gates against those seeking lawful 
entry. if an invitation is tacitly extended to all 
who can find a wav to circumvent the law to 
enter by some other doorway. 

The Secretary of Labor should be encouraged 
in his effort to bring about a correction of this 
admitted abuse. It is a matter of*common 
knowledge that those who have sought out ways 
by which the law can be violated are not the 
most desirable timber out of which to build 
American citizens. They have madea bad start. 
Realizing this, Secretary Davis again recom- 
mends the adoption of a system of strict regis- 
tration. With the enforcement of sucha regu- 
lation it would be comparatively easy to trace 
the antecedents of every unnaturalized immi- 
grant, thus making possible the’immediate de- 
portation of all who are unable to show proper 
passports or to establish, by other satisfactory 
proof, their right to remain within the country. 
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That delightful comedian, Digby Bell, sang 
in “The Tar and the Tartar” a topical rhyme 
of which the burden 
: was: “For everything

SEE eee formers, who advocate 
a multiplicity of state 
and national laws to remedy present imperfec- 
tions in trade and industry, and who believe 
that the sovereign remedy for defects and 
abuses in the business world is the enactment 
of more and still more laws. That scores and 
hundreds of measures designed to control and 
regulate the railways and great industrial cor- 
porations have been put on the statute books 
without much in the way of practical results 
does not discourage the ambitious law-suggest- 
ers, who, when one law fails, are ready immedi- 
ately with plans for another one. 

At a time wher public sentiment seems bent 
upon the accomplishment of needed reforms 
through the magic formula: “Be it enacted,” 
it is refreshing to learn of a counter proposition 
to the effect that what governments have failed 
to do may possibly be done by the business in- 
terests themselves. At a recent reunion of the 
War Industries Board the former chairman of 
that body, Bernard M. Baruch, suggested the 
establishment of a High Court of Commerce, 
composed. of representatives of the farmers, 
labor, manufacturers, railways, merchants and 
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bankers, which should undertake the task of | 


eliminating the waste and confusion in produc- 
tion and distribution of commodities, and estab- 
lish rules for the orderly regulation of industry 
and commerce that would prevent unfair prac- 
tices, and bring about more harmonious rela- 
tions between all productive interests and the 
great mass of consumers. 

Mr. Baruch is fully cognizant of the failure 
of -legislation which is aimed to break up 
great combinations of capital engaged in 
industry and trade (which if it had been suc- 
cessful could only have had the effect of check- 
ing the most efficient methods of production 
and restoring conditions of intense competition 
that would end in the destruction of all the 
small concerns without any permanent benefit 
to the public at large), and believes that 
through wise co-operation of the directors of 
great enterprises, a way can be found to estab- 
lish fair conditions for both producers, distrib- 
utors and consumers. That present methods 
are in many respects wasteful he concedes. 
Reforms are necessary, but they cannot be 
brought about by laws imposing restrictions, 
that, however well intended, will, by interfering 
with basic economic forces, only make con- 
fusion worse confounded. 

How the desired results can be brought about 
is a question requiring the most careful study 
and investigation, but the suggestion is valu- 
able if only because of the implication that the 
problem must be solved by all those directly 
concerned, and not by politicians or legislators.

a beam of light. instead of being radiocast in 
every direction. The term is somewhat of a 
courtesy title, as the beam is rather diffused 
before it reaches the receiving station on the 
other side of the Atlantic. But the idea of the 
beam in preference to general radiocasting is 
regarded as-practicable in wireless telegraphy. 
A tender for the erection of beam stations in 
Australia has recently been accepted, to link 
Australia with Great Britain and Caneda 
by wireless communication. The Australian 
agreement called for stations with a duplex 
traffic capacity of 21,600 words daily. Accord- 
Ing to a news item from Melbourne they will 
have double that capacity, making altogether 
S6,400 words a day for two stations. 

Ona flat map, the plan of transmitting wire- 
messages on a beam across the Pacific 
Ocean between <Australia and Canada, and 
across the Atlantic between Great Britain and 
Canada, does scem simple. But when it is con- 
sidered on a globe, it’ is less obvious to the 
layman. Before the beam, projected from Aus- 
tralia, reaches Canada it may possibly have 
become something like a pyramid. With a 
point in the neighborhood of Brisbane as the 
apex of the pyramid, the Canadian base may 
have expanded to cover the whole of British 
Columbia and some of the Pacific states in 
America, too. However it is done, apparently 
the beam does manage to get around the curve 
of the globe to the satisfaction of the radio 
telegraphic engineers. 

Improvement of the lines of communication 
between nations within the British Common- 
wealth is one important contribution which 
radio telegraphy is making. Another is in the 
improvement of aids to navigation. It is pos- 
sible to employ the beam system on short dis- 
tances with fair precision. The range of a radio 
beam, from a tower designed for the purpose 
of aiding navigation, can probably be made to 
exceed the range of the most powerful light- 
house beam of lizht. When radio towers are 
erected along the paths of marine commerce, 
even at the present state of the beam’s develop- 
ment, any ship within twenty miles of land 
should be able to take an accurate bearing from 
the continuous radio signals that will be sent 
out at every point of the compass. It should 
be possible for the small fishing boats, as well 
as the big liners, to carry receiving sets, which 
would be a boon to the small craft and to the 
big ships, in foggy weather especially. 


Editorial Notes 


Now that a course in crossword puzzles has 
been added to a college curriculum, as has been 
done at the college of engineering, University 
of Kentucky, according to announcement re- 
cently made by Dean F. Paul Anderson, there 
seems to be no limit to what one may expect 
as addenda to an educational course. In his 
announcement, however, Mr. Anderson made a 
statement which is decidedly open to question. 
“Anything which serves to educate and develop 
the mémory,” he said, “is educational.” The 
merely abstract education and development of 
the memory, however, is so secondary a feature 
of real instruction that if such is the main 
promise which the study of crossword puzzles 
holds out, their claim to being considered of 
truly educational value is thereby largely 
discredited. 
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At a time when the British relations with 
India are being subjected to so keen a fire as 
at present, it is refreshing to learn of an opin- 
ion from one who should speak with authority 
on the opposite side of the question. Recently 
Mr. Rustom Rustomjee, formerly editor of the 
Oriental Review, Bombay, in a lecture in Lon- 
don, acknowledged that he would be ungrateful 
if he did not admit that on the whole British 
administration had been a blessing to the teem- 
ing masses of his countrymen.

Wireless in the Fifties

sant click of the factory shuttle. It ig not a place for 
the hasty judgment that would put it down as a city of 
marmalade and jute, and leave unrecorded its fair. aspects 
along the banks of the Tay, on the summit of the Law 
Hill or over the wide-flung grounds of picturesque Balgay. 

Dundee has a history that goes back to remote an- 
tiquity, and on the pages of that history are recorded the 
names of men whose contribution to the knowledge of 
the world, given without thought of self, without hope of 
recompense, without the slightest attempt to achieve fame 
by the spotlight, has been so far-reaching that it is 
impossible to estimate its extent. Of these there is one 
of whom more is likely to be heard in the near future 
as a result of enormous progress made in the fleld of 
wireless telegraphy in recent years.

James Bowman Lindsay is all but unknown. Refer- 
ence books dismiss him in a paragraph as a pioneer in 
electricity. Yet he had wireless telegraphy in operation 
across the Tay in the fifties and was regarded as the 
first man to use electric light in his home. Not only did 
he set up his own electrical installation in 1835, but he 
publicly exhibited an electric lamp in Dundee in that 
year. 

The room he lit with his crude contrivance was 
famous also for other reasons. for it was there he spent 
several years in the compilation of a dictionary in fifty 
languages, a dictionary, it need hardly be said, he was 
unable to complete. The magnitude of the task he set 
himself can best be appreciated by a glance at the pon- 
derous volume which is usually on exhibition in the 
Dundee Public Reading Room. 

Lindsay was a native of C‘armylie. in Forfarshire 
As a boy he was early initiated into the mysteries of 
the hand loom, for weaving was the staple industry of 
the village. and it was not long before he vowed he would 
never consecrate himself to tke humdrum existence it 
entailed. So he endeavored to educate himself. He 
entered St. Andrews as a student in 1821, and in 1829 
was appointed lecturer and teacher at the Watt Insti- 
tution. About this time he began research work in earn- 
est, and the discoveri@& he made he embodied in papers 
Which he read in public and from which valuable hints 
were obtained by men who knew how to apply them.

From the Watt Institution he transferred his labors 
to Dundee: Prison, where he becam: teacher at the 
princely salary of £50 a year! Meanwhile he cont.nued 
his electrical -experiments with avidity. and in 1845 sug 
gested the pos®ibility of extending the electric telegray 
to America. A wall of opposition was raised to his pre 
posal, which was allowed to remain in abevanee 
revived ata later dat: He pinned his 
as the coming power, and when he confidently 
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printed an advertisement, announcing the opening of 
natural science classes, in which he said: 

Houses and towns will in.a short time be lighted 
electricity instead of gens and heated by it Instead of « 
and machinery will te rought by it instead of stean 
at trifling expense

Is not this an amazing forecast? His electri 
experiments were numerous, but it ts by his succes 
the wirejess fleld that he will be best remembered. 1! 
early aftempts at wireless were made at Glencarse, 4 
village near Perth, where the River Tay narrows down 
until it is but half a mile across. The natural seclusion 
of the spot permitted him to test out, undisturbed by 
the curious, the strange mechanism he had fashioned in 
his humble abode. 

His object was to send messages through the water 
without the use of wires This he succeeded in doing. 
The limited range, however. did not satisfy him and he 
set to work to extend it Th r considerable study 
and experimental work, he was able to do, so that he 
had his svstem in operation bets Woodhaven and 
Dundee, a distance of two miles, before his labors in this 
direction came to an end. His measure of success stimu- 
lated interest in the subject of wireless telegraphy and a 
crop of investigators sprang up wi! ew theortes and 
improved methods which, in after years revolitionized 
the means of communication all over the whole world 

Lindsay was a strange man, as men a | 
oned. Had he been like the majorits 
ploited his wireless system. Even as % 
have epriched his submerged treasury 
gain was not the object of his research.

Signor Luigi Pirandello. the well-known Italian play- 
wright, has been the cause of a slight difference of opin- 
ion between the inhabitants of his birthplace, Girgenti, 
in the. island of Sicily. Signor Pirandello has lately 
joined the Fascist Party, and the local administration, 
naturally in Fascist hands, wished to render honor to th 
great man. Girgenti boasts of only one important street, 
and that is called Via San Pietro. After mature delib- 
eration the municipality decided to rename that street 
after Pirandello. The decision caused much excitement 
in the small town, and the women of Girgenti objected 
strongly ® the renaming of their principal street. They 
accordingly armed themselves and organized the defense 
of the old name-plates. <A local committee was set up 
without delay to solve the dispute, which threatened to 
disturb the peace of the small Sicilian town. A compro- 
mise was, however, reached whereby the street was to 
be divided into two parts, the first to retain the name of 
Via San Pietro, and the second to be Known as Via 


Pirandello. 
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Italy, no less than France and Englana, is feeling 
the effects of the poor harvest of 1924 as expressed by th: 
rise in the cost of living. The price of bread has gone nun 
by over 10 per cent, and it is feared it will rise still 
higher in the next few months. The general index num- 
ber for foodstuffs has risen from 528.24 in the past 
month to 532.36 (prices in 1913-100). One of the reasons 
given for the increase in the cost of living is the failure 
of a large contract with the Soviet Administration for 
grain from Russia. There has been serious talk of 
introducing again the measure, adopted during the war, 
of food tickets. The Government has been forced to in- 
terfere and a special committee has been appointed 
under the president of the Association of Italian Com- 
munes, on which all the leading municipalities are rep- 
resented, to check the rise in the price of foodstuffs. 
Bakers will be required to sell a standard loaf of brea: 
at cost price, though they are to be nermitted to sell the 
finer and fancy qualities at their own prices.
